Blojm and l)is collecigues devised a taxonomy oi' educational 
objectives designed to classify the behavior of studencs 
in thre'e domains as a result-of having participated in a 
series of ins_ttu.ctional. experiences. The three donJains 
are the cognitive (intellectual), the effective (emotional), 
and the psychomotor (physical). Within each of th^se do- 
mains there is a hierarchy which denotes increasing com- - 
plexlty learning as shown below.

Similarly, in the iffective 
domain, a response to \ situation Is not as complex as the 
display of a value toward a given situation. Precise dif- 
ferentiation among variaoles is 7f»ry difficult in many 
cases, impossible', but using these varicbles to forn'.ulate 
objectives is a means of focusing tne attention of the 
tebcnjir and the learner upon the existence of levels of 
learning.

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HISTORIOGRAPHICAL PROBLEMS ' ^ 

Whenfever historians' attempt to discuss why certain 
events have' occurr^ed , they inevitably end up disagreeing 
with one another. Consequently, If one wishes to Inquire 
Into the motives of pol Itlcal leaders, or Into the ef.- 
fectl'v^ness of ciertain policies, etc.. It Is necessary 
to take a sampling of different historical works. This 
approach to 'studying history is known , as the historid- 
graahical approach. 

All of the questions listed below have been designed 
to Introduce the student to this method of studying history. 
In order to facilitate his study, major sources have been 
provided. ^ The teacher can best decide upon the select ?n 
of problems and their appropriateness. 

1. There are a number of historians who feel that through- 
out our history the upper ciasses have used deceptive 
tactics to gain positions of power,, and have subse- ^ 
quently used this power to exploit the 1 ower classes . 
(S-uch historians are known as Progressive historians 
and New Left historians). One of the most famous 
charges of this group argues that the U.S. Constitu- 
tion was not designed to give us a better government, 
but, rather,, was created so that the rich could gain 
financially and acquire pol'itical power as well. In 
an extended essay, discuss the various "schools of 
thought" which have surrounded this controversy.
